curtailm ent in 
the coal mining industry. 
It was the second time in recent 
a months that the ICC has taken 
™ such action as a result of the v ir­ 
tually deadlocked coal dispute be­ 
tween John L. Lewis’ United Mine 
W orkers 
and 
mine 
operators 
across the nation. 
The 
commission said all rail­ 
roads having less than the stipu­ 
lated amount of fuel reserve m ust 
reduce coal - burning passenger 
service to 33Mi per cent less than 
the same services provided as of 
Dec. I, 1949.

Nation Running 


Behind On Jobs 


For Population 


By NORMAN WALKER 
Washington, Jan. 4 (ZP) — The 
nation is failing to create enougli 
jobs for its fast-growing popula­ 
tion. 
So says Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer in sum m ing up the 1949 
job situation. 
Sawyer pointed out that 
the 
average 58,700,000 employed last 
year was only slightly under the 
1946 record. 
However, he said there was an 
average of 3,400,000 unemployed 
in 1949. 
This was a big jum p 
from the average 2,100,000 jobless 
in 1947 and 1948. 
The answer, Sawyer said, 
is 
that new people are entering the 
labor force, looking for jobs, at 
a greater rate than the number 
of jobs are increasing. The sec­ 
retary put it this way: 
“The labor force has continued 
to 
expand 
in 
1949 
with 
the 
growth of the country’s popula­ 
tion, but em ploym ent opportuni­ 
ties have not kept pace.” 
State Funds Shrink 
Sawyer’s comments were made 
yesterday in connection with cen­ 
sus bureau employment 
figures 
for December. 
They showed to­ 
tal civilian employm ent for 
the 
month at 58,556,000. 
Farm 
em ploym ent 
declined 
seasonally 1,105,000, but non-farm 
employment rose 143,000, leaving 
962,000 fewer employed in 
De­ 
cember than in November. 
The 
unemployed 
in December num ­ 
bered 3,489,000. 
The fast rise in the unemployed 
is taking a big nick out of state 
unemployment insurance 
funds, 
too. 
A survey on this came from 
Robert C. Goodwin, director 
of 
the labor departm ent’s bureau of 
employment security. 
Goodwin said the jobless pay­ 
ments reached a record $1,700,- 
000,000 in 1949. 
The 
previous 
record was $1,100,000,000 in 1946. 
The num ber of people getting 
the jobless paym ents, 
7,500,000 
also set a new record. 
The old 
high was 5,200,000 in 1940. 
Taxes paid by employers to­ 
ward state unemployment com­ 
pensation 
funds 
amounted 
to 
about $1,000,000,000, or approxi­ 
mately 1.3 per cent 
of 
taxable 
wages. 
But the 
tax 
payments 
were short of meeting the $1,- 
700,000,000 cost of benefits, 
so j 
unemployment trust funds had to 
be tapped for the difference. 
( 
Goodwin said these trust funds | 
were reduced by about eight per 
cent but at the end of the year 
still aggregated about $7,000,000,- 
000. 
That’s enough trust money, he 
said, for paying 
future 
jobless 
benefits in nearly all states “even 
if 
employment 
should 
drop 
sharply from its current level.”

On Voluntary Strike 
Chicago, Jan. 4 (TP)—Forty-eight 
big coal mines in Illinois, rem ained 
shut down today as some 16,000 
United Mine workers w ere under 
orders to return to 
work 
next 
Monday. 
The miners stayed aw ay from 
the pits yesterday in 
an 
u nan­ 
nounced strike. Although an im­ 
pending national strike had been 
rum ored most of the 480,000 m in­ 
ers throughout the country were 
on the job. The miners are on a 
three-day work week, under or­ 
ders of John L. Lewis. This week 
they were to have worked Tues­ 
day and today, Monday being a 
holiday. 
The walkout 
in 
the 
Illinois 
mines was described 
by

White, state UMW president, as 
“entirely voluntary.” The miners 
w ere ordered back to work after 
W hite conferred with Lewis, the 
union’s inter-national president.

(ZP)—P re si­ 
dent Trum an told congress today 
that it should pass—at this session 
—legislation lo authorize the St. 
Lawrence 
seaway 
and 
pow er 
project. 
Mr. Truman, in his State of the 
Union message, thus emphasized 
once again the 
importance 
he 
places on beginning and com plet­ 
ing the huge international devel­ 
opment. 
The 
proposal, 
first advanced 
more than 50 years ago, calls for 
making the St. Lawrence 
river 
navigable 
to 
ocean-going 
ships 
from the head of the Great Lakes 
to the Atlantic Ocean. 
Also, it provides for the crea­ 
tion of a 2,200,000 horsepower h y ­ 
droelectric plant in the In te rn a ­ 
tional Rapids section of the river, 
near Massena, N. Y. 
“We need to enlarge the p ro ­ 
duction and transmission of p u b ­

Governor Calls 
Special Session 
*T»HE 
M ichigan legislature will meet in 
special session March 15 to w restle 
with the state’s financial problem and to 
consider other subjects that Governor W il­ 
liam s is expected to present to the law ­ 
makers. 
The governor's call for a special session 
of the legislature was no surprise. It has 
long been recognized that the legislature 
would be required to convene in 1950 to 
act on some of the pressing problems not 
disposed of in the regular session. Of par­ 
ticular urgency is a solution to the state’s 
financial predicam ent. Since the enactment 
of the sales tax diversion amendment two 
years ago, the state has been floundering in 
a financial morass. A heavy deficit is prob­ 
able this year and if even a slight econom ­ 
ic recession is felt in M ichigan and sales 
tax receipts begin to drop, 
the financial 
situation of the state government w ill be­ 
com e even m ore alarming. 
Just how the legislature w ill solve this 
problem, if at all, is a matter of consider­ 
able conjecture. 
Governor W illiams has 
proposed a flat 4% tax to be levied against 
corporations, a proposal that was not re­ 
ceived w ith m uch enthusiasm by the legis­ 
lature a year ago. 
Inasmuch as 1950 is an election year, It 
it certain that political considerations will 
play an im portant part in the legislature’s 
actions and, of course, also in the gover­ 
nor’s proposal. 
It w ill be extrem ely interesting to follow 
the progress of the special session when it 
convenes ta mid-M arch.

Mercy Slaying 
Stirs Controversy 
'PHE country doctor who admittedly in- 
jectel IO cubic centim eters of air into 
the veins of a mortally ill cancer patient 
to hasten her death and relieve her of suf­ 
fering has stirred a controversy that has 
long been centered around the subject of 
euthanasia, or so-called m ercy-slayings. 
Dr. Herman Sander, of Goffstown, N. H., 
doctor, charged with the murder of his pa­ 
tient, Mrs. A bbie Borroto, contends that 
he is not guilty of any 
legal 
or 
moral 
wrong. 
The law , however, does not sustain the 
view point taken by Dr. Sander. The law 
does not grant a physician the right to take 
a patient’s life, no matter 
how 
merciful 
such action m ay appear to be. And even 
the society advocating euthanasia 
would 
hardly condone the doctor’s action, because 
the 
society 
contends 
that 
euthanasia 
should be perm itted only when the patient 
requests it and then only after the case has 
been referred to a competent board 
of 
medical authorities who w ill attest that the 
patient’s disease is incurable and that the 
patient is in great pain. 
It 
is 
readily apparent that if doctors 
were perm itted the legal right to kill their 
patients to save them from 
unnecessary 
suffering, there would be plenty of mur­ 
ders committed under the subterfuge 
of 
such a law. 
The position expressed by Dr. John F. 
Conlin, 
director of medical information 
anH education for the M assachusetts M ed­ 
ical society, seems to be the most sensible 
view of the circum stances. 
Dr. Conlin said, “The p rim ary obligation 
of the good physician is to m aintain and 
preserve life, certainly not to destroy 
it. 
“The law m aintains that the physician is 
not the final a rb ite r of the right of a p a ­ 
tient to live. 
Circum stances do not alter 
this situation, w h ether the request for re ­ 
lief from life comes from the patient or a 
relative.*’ 


3 Biggest N ew s 
Stories For 1949 
AM ERICAN new spaper editors virtually 
* * unanimously agreed that the big news 
story of 1949 was the 
announcement 
by 
President Trum an late in September that 
Russia had exploded an atom bcmb. 
The importance attached to this story by 
new sm en reflects public thinking on the 
possibilities of war. Russia is the only r a ­ 
tion on the face cf the earth today that 
constitutes a real threat to American se­ 
curity. It was generally recognized by Am­ 
ericans that the danger of war w ith R us­ 
sia was minimized by the fact that we pos­ 
sessed the atom bomb and Russia did not. 
But the announcement of Sept. 2.3 rem ov­ 
ed this factor of national safety. We know 
now that Russia does have atomic explo­ 
sives. We doubt that they are the equal of 
ours, but who can with certainty say that 
such is true? 
Dees Russia’s discoveries in the field of 
atomic science mean that w ar is closer b e ­ 
tween the United States and Russia? A m ­ 
ericans would like to know the answer 
but the answer is not immediately forth­ 
coming. The year 1950 may provide more 
inform ation upon which 
to 
determ ine 
w here we are going in our relations with 
the great Communist power. 
The second most important news story 
of 1949 likewise at least indirectly con­ 
cerned our relations with Soviet Russia. It 
w as the signing of the Atlantic treaty, 
a 
m ove instituted by our government to co­ 
ordinate the arms program of western E u ­ 
ropean nations for mutual defense. 
The 
treaty did not mention Soviet Russia 
by 
name, but it was apparent that the pact 
w as aimed at the Soviets, not for purposes 
of aggression, but rather for defense. 
And the third biggest story of 1949 was 
the lifting of the Berlin blockade, 
once 
again a news development that urns an out­ 
growth of worsening 
relations 
between 
Russia and the w estern powers.

STRAITS BRIDGE STATUS 
(Sault Ste. M arie News) 
A t no time since the beginning of plans 
for a bridge across the Straits of Mackinac 
have there been such good 
prospects 
of 
reality as today. 
For years there has been a steadily grow­ 
ing realization that transportation on these 
w aters has been piling up 
so 
th at 
the 
dream s of Dean M ortimer E. Cooley and 
Prof. Jam es Cissel were becoming actual 
necessities. Piling up of traffic at M ack­ 
inaw City and St. Ignace throughout the 
sum m er of 1949 as well as at the holiday 
peaks has forced m any who were reluctant 
to adm it that a bridge is necessary at this 
tim e to change their thinking. 
T he meeting at Blaney Park was ample 
evidence that the N orthern Peninsula is 
united for the bridge. Now various organ­ 
izations in the Southern Peninsula 
are 
lending a helping hand and such men as 
Stew art Woodfin are leading a movement 
to activate a Bridge Authorty. The Mich­ 
igan Hotel association has endorsed the 
project and the Michigan Tourist Council 
is actively interested.

vived scarcely at all. And the defeat of his 
good friend.

But while Dewey no longer has the pow ­ 
er and the prestige of a leader who 
can 
show the w ay to victory, he has remained 
the head and front of an im portant wing of 
his party.

But the difficulty in trying to use Eis­ 
enhower as a rallying point is formidable. 
First and foremost is the fact that, in the 
political sense of the word, he is not a can­ 
didate. That is what he continues to tell his 
visitors w ith considerable emphasis. 
Nor could he at this time, even if he 
wanted to, perm it himself to become a 
candidate. That would be the surest way 
to reduce to the vanishing point any influ­ 
ence he may exert on the course of events 
in America.

His views have not changed. They are-

1913. Eisenhower is a strong believer in 
states’s rights and the need to decentralize 
authority so that the individual will have 
a greater responsibility. 
With this goes a belief that there must 
somehow come about a new dedication to 
the w ell-being of the whole nation. 
But 
when the general tries to 
express 
these 
deeply held but not very clearly thought 
out views, he is inevitably tagged as a can­ 
didate. 
There is growing evidence that his ene­ 
mies as well as his friends and admirers 
consider him a formidable possibility for 
1P32. A scurrilous attack on Eisenhower in 
crudely printed form is being 
circulated 
through the mails. 
It is headed “Wake Up, America! Gen. 
Ike the K ike?” It intimates that Eisenhow­ 
er is of Jew ish origin and declares that 
“our late Ceasar’’ transm itted a “law” to 
him for “I he destruction and ruination cf 
G erm any.” 
While 
this 
may be attributed to the 
screwball and extrem e hate fringe, it nev­ 
ertheless is symptomatic of the dark forces 
that would like to turn this country back 
to violent nationalism. Similar m anifesta­ 
tions of the same slimy hate came to the 
surface w hen Eisenhower was being clam ­ 
orously urged to consider the Democratic 
nomination. 
This is a symptom which Republicans in 
tho isolationist wing of the party 
should 
heed. They would, almost v. ithout excep­ 
tion, reject this extrem e of hate and path­ 
ology. But their danger is that they may 
wind up with these rapid extrem ists riding 
on their bandwagon and giving the im ­ 
pression that they are in fact part of the 
band. Nothing would more quickly alien­ 
ate the great mass of Americans.

Dream Of Elixir 


For Longer Life

New York, (ZP)—M an’s 
oldest 
dream , an elixir for longer life, 
was revived at the closing ses­ 
sions of the A m erican Association 
for the A dvancem ent of Science. 
The new' hope cam e from stud­ 
ies of cortisone m ade at th e U ni­ 
versity of Utah. 
Cortisone is a new 
horm one 
that stops the pain of rheum atoid 
arthritis, and helps half a dozen 
other diseases. 
The report th a t it m ight be a 
key to keeping certain body tis­ 
sue younger and lengthening the 
life span was m ade by Dr. Thomas 
F. D ougherty. 
He is an histologist, the spe­ 
cialty of m inute structure of tis­ 
sues. 
His w ork is supported by 
the A m erican C ancer society. 
One of th e very few known 
facts about grow ing old 
is 
a 
change in those parts 
of 
your 
body know n as connective tissues. 
These 
tissues 
are 
fibers 
and 
sheaths, w hich are in effect the 
walls and girders of all the body’s ; 
organs.

Increase Hauls 


But Net Income Is 
Very Disappointing 
Lansing—U. S. railroads moved 
more tons more miles for each 
hour of train service in 1949, and 
operated a greater mileage of fast, 
modern passenger 
train 
service 
each day than ever 
before, 
the 
Michigan Railroad Association re­ 
ports. 
The gains in rail services and 
efficiency, the association points 
out, result from the post-war four- 
billion-dollar plant and equipment 
program that includes 
installing 
nearly 300,000 new freight cars, 
4,700 new7 locomotives, of which 
4,350 are diesel-eleetrics, and 3,- 
700 new passenger-train cars, plus 
great improvements in roadway 
and tracks, yards and terminals, 
signals, shops and other rail facil­ 
ities. 
The lines in the last year moved 
36,000,000 
carloads 
of 
revenue 
freight, 16 per 
cent 
under 
the 
1948 load. Passenger traffic totaled 
35 billion passenger-miles, 15 per 
cent less than in 1948. but greater 
than in each of the 15 years prior 
to 1942. 
Net income for the year reached 
a disappointing low of 2 34 per cent 
on net property investment, less 
than in any year since 1939 with 
the exception of 1949. Decline in 
business volume, inadequate pay­ 
ment for handling mail and sharp 
rises in railroad wage rates caused 
the low return, 
the 
association 
states. Lower net was avoided by 
increases in passenger and freight 
rates authorized during the year.
